Simply grate the roots and 
(2) The lx**t white 
vinegar is made from sour white wine, 
which is allowed to pass several times 
through a wooden cask containing 
beechwood shavings. The cask is 
divided into three compartments hori¬ 
zontally by dislfs. Tbe first disk is per¬ 
forated with small holes and also has 
several glass tubes running through it 
to admit air from the outside. Threads 
lead through the perforations to the 
second compartment, also perforated 
which contain^ the shavings. The 
vinegar .is headed to about 122 degrees, 
poured in at the top. trickles slowly 
through the two upper compartments 
and collects in the bottom, where it is 
drawn off and passed through again. 
It takes from twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours to make good vinegar this way. 
Small quantitiu? of white vinegar can 
be made for household use by covering 
five pounds of mashed raisins with two 
and a half gallons of water and stand¬ 
ing in a warm place for about a month.

Outlook. 

To the Editor of The Citizen: 

Sir: —Belleville. Nutlejr, Dodd town 
and all the near-by places that maintain 
baseball teams that have heretofore j 
competed for honors with the base¬ 
ball clubs of this town are again in the 
field with clubs organized for the sea¬ 
son of 1912. What about Bloomfield? 
Did this town reach its zenith in base¬ 
ball in 1911.- It is beyond question that 
for several years a baseball club has 
l>een maintained here that stood second 
only to the professional league teams. 

For many years previous to 1905, the 
centre of activity in local baseball circles 
was in Watsessing. That locality, 
under the management of Archie Dailey, 
developed a remarkably strong amateur 
team w hich was maintained for several 
years at comparatively small expense. 
Orrin G Dodd w roght a change in base¬ 
ball conditions when he organized and 
managed the Bloomfield Baseball Club. 
For a while there was keen rivalry be¬ 
tween the Watsessing and Bloomfield 
teams, with honors about even, but 
Manager Dood succeeded in getting an 
aggregation of players together that were 
too strong for the Watsessing players 
and the result was that the W atsessings 
had to yield supremacy. The efforts 
made in Watsessing to keep pace with 
the Bloomeld team emailed such an ex¬ 
pense that the W atsessing crowd could 
not stay in the procession and fell out. 
There is no one now in \\ at^essing 
who would undertake the heavy respon¬ 
sibility of organizing and managing a 
team that would be able to hold its own 
with the Bloomfield team of 1911. 
Every player on the team would have 
to be paid and collections and ticket 
sales combined would not begin to meet 
club expenses. The outlook for baseball 
in Watsessing rots w ith volunteer teams 
and school teams. 

There are indications that ihe same 
conditions prevail in other parts of the 
town, and it is doubtful if voluntary 
contributions can lie secured that will 
warrant the maintaining of a high- 
priced baseball team anywhere in the 
town. It appears as if commercial 
baseball has been carred to an extreme 
here and has killed enthusiastic interest 
in the game.
